DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-17 are pending. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Kevin McKinley 
(Reg. No. 43794) on 2 December 2004, it was confirmed that the applicant declined to elect one 
group invention for prosecution at the present time. 



Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I: Claim(s) 1-6 and 11, drawn to conversion of data for a meeting, classified 
in class 715, subclass 753. 

Group II: Claim(s) 8, drawn to data transfer within an interconnected computer 
network, classified in class 709, subclass 200. 

Group III: Claims(s) 9-10, drawn to managing the statuses of computers, classified in 
class 715, subclass 736. 
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Group IV: Claim(s) 12-17, drawn to an interface for generating, storing and 

transmitting data for presentation, classified in class 715, subclass 748. 

3. Inventions I, II, in and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in 
a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as converting data for 
display during a meeting. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as multi- 
computer transfer of data and services between computers connected in a network. In the instant 
case, invention III has separate utility such as managing the statuses of connections of connected 
apparatuses. In the instant case, invention IV has separate utility such as generating and storing 
for presentation. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. A telephone call was made to the applicant's representative, Mr. Kevin McKinley (Reg. 
No. 43794) on 2 December 2004 to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, 
but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143).
